Paris, Sept. 16.—According to offi­ 
cial announcement, the Germans are 
fighting a defensive battle along the 
front from Noyon to a point north of 
Verdun.

northeast of Paris and fourteen miles 
from Compiegne. 
The battle line giv­ 
en in the dispatch is in a straight 
line running almost due 
east 
and 
west, and from Noyon to a point 
north of Verdun is about HO miles.

W ashington, Sept. IO.—The eastern 
railways formally petitioned the in­ 
terstate com merce commission yes­ 
terday for a rehearing iii tile east­ 
ern advance rate case ami lo permit 
them to put into effect the a ] er cent 
increase which the commission re­ 
cently denied. 
T he roads contended 
they 
faced 
an “extrem ely serious” 
em ergency resulting 
from 
diminish- 
revenues and aggravated by the war 
in Europe. 
Adequate additional 
income, 
the 
petition declared, could not be de­ 
rived from tile increases granted in 
Central 
Association 
territory 
and 
from putting into ef/pct some of the 
commission's 
suggestions 
as 
to 
charges for certain free services, and 
im provem ent in personnel and equip­ 
ment. 
The petition is signed by Daniel 
Willard, chairm an of th e executive 
com m ittee and 
several counsel for 
the thirty-fiye roads. 
The reports of petitioners for the 
year ending June SO, 1914, as com­ 
pared with the year ending .Tune SO, 
1913, show a decrease in total oper­ 
ating revenues of approxim ately $44,- 
7o0,0(i0, while during the sam e period 
operating expenses 
have 
increased 
about $23,300,000. 
After deductions of taxes and defi 
cit in outside operations there was a 
decrease in operating income of ap 
proximately $73,700,000, notw ithstand­ 
ing an increased property investm ent. 
Thus the tendency toward a dim inish­ 
ing operating income found by the 
commission in its report is ethpha 
sized by the figures*

Excellent Plan With Strawberry Plant 
to Mulch Along in December With 
Stable Manure. 


It is hardly possible to use too much 
manure in the small fruit garden. Fer­ 
tilizing is the basis of all great crops 
of 
berries. 
After 
strawberries 
are 
started, a very good way to manure is 
to mulch in December with stable lit­ 
ter, raking off the coarser material in 
spring. 
What is left will have a teU- 
ing effect upon the coming crop. 
Unless this has been done, do not *t- 
tempt to apply manure. 
But you may 
bani it in to the raspberry and currant 
rows, also the gooseberries and black­ 
berries. Apply it liberally. This is no 
plaeo tc economize. 
Throw it on six 
inches deep all about the bushes, and 
if you can command enough labor to 
dig it into the soil, all the better. 
If 
you have no time for this, the work is 
still vt ry profitable. 
Rains will carry 
the nourish in g elements down to the 
roots, and the roughage left will be a 
learnable mulch.
